Morality: The Need 
Today 


Mastery over self is the primary 
concern of morality. The right 
ordering of our lives in relation- 
ship to all other beings so that we 
may attain our true destiny is the 
roper function of morality. The 
undamental problem which faces 
us, then, is a moral one. 


Morality involves the correct and 
careful regulation of three rela- 
tionships: man to God, man to 
himself, and man to his fellow men. 
These relationships are so closely 
linked together that to disturb one 
is to disturb the whole moral order. 


Morality, therefore, viewed in its 
entirety, has three dimensions: 
height, depth, and breadth. In its 
height, it soars up to God the 
Supreme Being, from Whom it 
takes the definitive measure of 
what is true and good. In its depth, 
it penetrates the heart of man, 
laying hold of his entire personal- 
ity so that even his innermost

5. Use the telephone only for

Leave the lines open for real 
emergency traffic. 


What about food? To prevent 


harm from accidently eating or 
drinking radioactive, food, throw 
out all unpackaged foods that were 
lying 
canned or bottled goods, wash the 


around. Before opening 
outside of the containers thorough- 
ly. Also, be sure that all utensils 
are scrubbed clean in order to re- 
move any invisible, radioactive 
dusts. Food and utensils that were 
in closed drawers or tight cabinets 
will be safe. Be careful of drinking 
water after atomic explosions. 

Every thinking citizen knows 
there is no other way to recruit the 
millions of workers who will be 
needed. Mr. Caldwell says: “Russia 
has 22 million trained civil defense 
workers and has provided atom- 
proof underground shelter for a 
good part of its essential industry 
and industrial workers.” 

When the country will have com- 
pleted its radar and have trained 
15 million civil defense workers, 
the possibility of attack may be 
averted. Service means survival. 
A good determined civil defense 
rogram can mean survival for 
the American people.

God's Will: Man’‘s 
Measure In The Moral 
Order 


By nature, man is a creature, 
subject to his Creator and respons- 
ible to Him for all his actions. By 


selfish inclination, at times, he} 


chooses to be something else, as- 


suming the prerogatives of a Crea-} 


tor, establishing his own stand- 
ards of conduct, and making him- 


| self the measure of all things. This 


prideful folly on his part brings 
discord into his own life, and pro- 
foundly affects the whole moral 
order. Frustration rather than 


| fulfillment becomes his character- 


istic mark because he does not 
possess wholly within himself the 
way to fulfillment. That he can 
discover only in God’s plan. 


God’s will, therefore, is the 
measure of man. It is the standard 
by which all human actions must 
meet the test of their rightness or 
wrongness. What conforms. to 


| God’s will is right; and what goes 


counter to His will is wrong. This 


| 4s the great and controlling rule of 


the moral order. Unless man 
recognizes and lives by this rule, 
he cannot come to that abundance 
of life destined for him by God. 


If a man is to reach this abun- 


: dance of life, which depends on the 


fullness of moral character, it must 
be through the way he lives his 
everyday life. He has no other 
course. It is idle and dangerous 
for him to dream otherwise. The 
thoughts, attitudes, motives, judg- 
ments, and deeds which make up 
his daily round will determine his 
growth in character. He must use 
all his powers to cultivate that 
growth as the condition for at-

The Moral Order 
And Human Reason 


How does he come to such know- 
ledge ? How can man know what 
is his place in the divine plan, and 
what is God’s will in the moral de- 
cisions he is called upon to make? 
God has endowed man with intelli- 
gence. When rightly used and di- 
rected, the human intellect can 
discover certain fundamental spir- 
itual truths and moral principles 
which will give order and harmony 
o man’s intellectual and moral 

e. 


What are these truths which 
right reason can discover? First 
in importance is the existence of 
@ personal God, all knowing and 
all powerful, the eternal Source 
from Whom all things derive their 
being. Next comes the spiritual 
and immortal nature of man’s 
soul, its freedom, its responsibility, 
and the duty of rendering to God 
reverence, obedience, and all that is 
embraced under the name of relig- 


lion, 


From man’s position as God’s 
rational, free and responsible crea- 
ture, destined for eternal life, 
spring the unique dignity of the 
human individual and his essential 
equality with his fellow men. 


Out of the inherent demands of 
human nature arises the family as 
the fundamental unit of human so- 
ciety, based on a permanent and 
exclusive union of man and woman 
in marriage. From the essential 
character of marriage come not 
only the right of. parents to beget 
children, but also their primary 
right and duty to rear and edu- 
cate them properly. 


Since neither the individual nor 
the family is completely independ- 
ent and self-sustained, there aris- 
es the necessity of organized civil 
society, and, in turn, the mutual 
responsibilities of the individual 
and family on the one side and of 
the civil government on the other. 


Man’s social life becomes intol- 
erable if not impossible unless jus- 
tice and benevolence govern the 
operations of the state and rela- 
tionships between individuals and 
groups. Without temperance, man 
ean neither live in accordance with 
his human dignity nor fulfill his 
obligations to his fellow men. 
Without fortitude, he cannot bear 
the trials of life or overcome the 
difficulties with which he is sur- 
rounded. 


Furthermore, it is clear that the 
inherent dignity of the individual 
and the needs of the family and 
of society demand a code of sexual 
morality within the grasp of every 
mature mind. 

These are some of the basic ele- 
ments-of natural law, a law based 
on human nature; a law which can 
be discovered by human _ intelli- 
gence and which governs man’s 
relationship with God, with him- 
self, and with the other creatures 
of God. The principles of the nat- 
ural law, absolute, stable, and un- 
changeable are applicable to all 
the changing conditions and cir- 
cumstances in which man con- 
stantly finds himself, 


Natural Law 
And Revelation 


These religious and moral truths 
of the natural order can be known 
by human reason; but God, in His 
goodness, through Divine Revela- 
tion has helped man to know better 
and to preserve the natural law. 
In the Old Testament this revela- 
tion was given to God’s chosen 
people. Completed and perfected 
in the New, it has been communi- 
cated to mankind by Jesus Christ 
and His apostles and it has been 
entrusted to the Church which 


gives us a guide in many areas of 
human life, the perfection of hu- 
man nature is revealed to us in 
Christ Himself, God-become-Man, 
the Word-made-Flesh, “full of 
grace and truth,” dwelling among 
us to be our Way, our Truth and 
our Life. Prayer and the Sacra- 
ments are the channels through 
which the grace of Christ comes to 
elevate human nature until it be- 
comes like unto Him, who is true 
God and true man. In the super- 
natural order of grace Christ, the 
God-man, is the measure of man. 
_ Divine Revelation then not only 
includes the natural law, it com- 
plements it, and points the way 
to the supernatural order of grace. 
The natural moral law, however, 
remains the foundation of the su- 
pernatural order as it is the foun- 
dation of all man’s relations to 
God, to himself, and to his fellow 
men. Upon that law, clarified by 
Divine Revelation, man, strength- 
ened by grace, must build his life. 
He need never fear that it will 
give way under the weight of the 
trials and tests which life imposes; 
for he has the inspired words of 
the Psalmist to assure him: “The 
man whose heart is set on the law 
of the Lord stands firm.” 

When the human heart is gov- 
erned by the law of the Lord, all 
human actions, no matter how 
commonplace or how removed from 
the eyes of men, are made pleas- 
ing to God and meritorious of 
eternal life. This means that 
God’s will and God’s plan for man 
are kept constantly in mind. When 
man has learned to direct his 
thoughts, his speech, and his ac- 
tions in this way, it is a sign that 
he has mastered the great maxim 
of the moral order—“not my will 
but Thine be done.” It is an indi- 
cation that he realizes he must 
at all times be about his Father’s 
business. The point of reference 
in his life is no longer his own 
selfish will, for such a man sees 
clearly that God holds the central 
place in his life. He also sees that 
he enjoys a unique status in that 
God has committed to him a work 
which no one else can do. His only 
reason for existence is to perform 
that work faithfully and diligent- 
ly. This is the thought which Car- 


pressed: 

“God has created me to do Him 
some definite service. He has com- 
mitted some work to me which he 
has not committed to another, I 
have my mission ...I have a part 
in a great work; I am a link in the 
chain, a bond of connection be- 
tween persons. He has not creat- 
ed me for naught. I shall do good. 
I shall do His work.” (Meditations 
& Devotions, pp. 400-401) 


Moral Integrity 


Doing God’s work means doing 
God’s will. This requires the ser- 
vices of the whole man at every 
moment of every day he exists. 
There is all too frequent today the 
spectacle of men who divide their 
lives to suit their own convenience. 
Only when it serves their selfish 
purpose do they conform to God’s 
will. Their business life, their pro- 
fessional life, their life in the 
home, at school, and in the com- 
munity occupy separate compart- 
ments unified by no central force. 
God’s claims upon such men exist, 
but they are not honored. Expres- 
sions such as “my life is my own 
affair,” or “I may do as I please,” 
or “in politics, anything goes” are 
all too common today. They be- 
tray a gross misunderstanding of 
the moral order and the inter- 
linking relationships which find 
their correct measure only in God’s 
will. 


We must be clear on this point. 
Man must either acknowledge that 
a personal God exists or he must 
deny His existence altogether. 
There is no middle course. Once he 
acknowledges that God _ exists, 
then the claims of God are co-ex- 
tensive with all the activities of 
His creatures. To pretend that 
any part of his life can be a pri- 
vate affair is to violate the most 
basic claim which God has on man. 
Man is a creature. As a creature 
he is subject to his Creator in all 
that he does. There is no time in 
his life when he is excused from 
obeying the moral law. The 
clergyman, the educator, the doc- 
tor, the lawyer, the politician, the 
employer, the employee, husbands, 
wives, and children are alike strict- 
ly bound. All human rights and 
obligations have their source in 
God’s law; 
meaningless. 
Morality And Education 

Morality, concerned with bring- 


ing human activity into confor-| 


mity with God’s will, has, there- 
fore, a . on ev that 
touches human rights and ! 
It has a definite place in the educa- 
tional life of a nation. The B ig 
ing of character is part the 
educational process; and char- 
acter cannot be formed unless 
ch dren are given a clear indi- 
cation of what is right and what 
is wrong. This cannot be done 
without reference to the ultimate 
standard which determines right 
and wrong, namely God’s law. 


No state, no group of educators | 


may reject a truth of the moral 
order to suit the claim of conven- 
lence. The process of determining 
moral values by the consent of 
the majority is false in principle 
and sanction. Morality has_ its 
source in God and it binds all 
men. It cannot be adequately 
taught without the motivation of 
religious truth, Although the 
training of children along moral 
lines is primarily the business of 
the parents and the Church, yet 
it is also the business of the school 
if education is to give formation 
to the whole human personality. 


Morality And Economics 


Morality has its place in busi- 
ness and industry use the con- 
ditions under which men work, the 
wages they get, the kind of work 
they do, all are subject to the jur- 
isdiction of the moral law. When 
economic conditions are such that 
the raising of a family by working 
people is made dishearteningly 
difficult and at times impossible,

“Shhh—the monks are asleep,” 
whispered a voice, as the boys be- 
gan lugging suitcases from the 
cars.

Watching his figure 
silhouetted against the headlights, 
the snow — to his plain 
Benedictine garb, I thought of the 
monks of the Middle Ages, as I 
knew them from a European His- 
tory course of a year ago. 

Cots had been set up in the vari- 
ous rooms of our cottage to accom- 
modate the 23 girls. It reminded 
me of our past “slumber parties,” 
save for the absence of chatter, 
music and practical jokes. Our 
“joker” was present, but she was 
settled in a big arm chair, read- 
ing “The Imitation” and being un- 
naturally quiet. 


I fell asleep saying the Rosary 
and wondering what the morrow 
would bring. Education in public 
schools had left me with no more 
knowledge of my religion than is 
contained in Baltimore Catechism 
Number Three. In a secular col- 
lege, I needed a great deal more. 

On retreat, one keeps silence, in 
order to meditate. At first this 
seemed difficult.

Moral Standard 
Applies Universally 


There are not two standards of 
morality. There is only one. It 
is God’s standard. That single 
standard covers all man’s relations 
to God, to himself, and to the 
world about him. It applies to ev- 
ery conceivable situation in life, 
—in the home, in business, in the 
school, or in the field of enter- 
tainment. By its very nature, it 
precludes that double standard 
which not only tempts man to live 
his life on two levels, but beguiles 
thim into thinking that this can be 
done without any compromise of 
moral principles. This two-faced 
way of living explains the scanda- 
lous anomaly, evident at times in 
our national life, of paying lip 
service to God while failing com- 
aa to honor His claims in daily 
e 


One and the same standard cov- 
ers stealing from the cash register 
and: dishonest gain derived from 
public office. It will not do to 
say, by way of extenuation, that 
the latter can be excused or con- 
doned because it occurs in the po- 
litical order. One and the same 
standard prohibits false _ state- 
ments about private individuals, 
and false statements about mem- 
bers of minority groups and races. 
It will not do, by way of excuse, 
to say that statements of the latter 
kind can be .excused because of 
long-standing prejudice. 

This single standard of morality 
sets a clear, positive, and complete 
pattern of right living. It gives 
an integrity of outlook and an in- 
tegrity of action to daily life. By 
adhering to this standard, man’s 
life becomes all of a piece, char- 
acterized by a sincere singleness 
of purpose. Such a life will not 
have its “Sunny side” in which 
God’s claims are fully respected 
for a single day and its “week- 
day side” in which those claims are 
completely ignored for the remain- 
ing six. Rather, all aspects of life 
will be so integrated that the stan- 
dard to which a man subscribes in 
his private life will be logically 
extended to his life in the com- 
munity. Then, if faithful to mor- 
al principles as an individual, he 
will be faithful to moral principles 
as a citizen, as a voter, and in all 
his actions as a member of society. 


Religion And Morality 


To live by this single standard 
of morality man needs the motiva- 
tions and sanctions which only 
religion can supply. He is not 
self-sufficient. He must have God’s 
help. As a creature, he is obliged 
to adore his Creator, to thank Him 
for blessings conferred, to ask His 
pardon for wrongs committed and 
to pray daily for His help and 
guidance. Nothing less than the 
faithful discharge of these essen- 
tga dagger of religion will 
enabie him to attain in

OU’D never suspect to see them 

scuttle out of their walk-up 
apartment that they were among 
the nation’s wealthiest women. But 
they are. Their ancestor invented 
one of the things which is used and 
re-used in peace and in war; it is 
common in the city and universal 
in the country, and when he died, 
he left a fortune that has grown 
and grown with the years.

If you succeed in carrying out this 
apostolate by the cradle-side where 
the newly born child lies whimper- 
ing for the first time, you will not 
find it too hard to obtain that 
which your conscience as midwives, 
in harmony with the laws of God 
and nature, makes you prescribe 
for the good of the mother and of 
the child.

be concerned chiefly with the :su- 
pernatural. This implies that no 
one but God Himself could insti- 
tute on earth a kingdom capable of 
leading people safely to His own 
glorious Kingdom above. 

Was I not referred to in Old 
Testament prophecy as a King? 
Did not the people of Palestine re- 
ject Me chiefly because I did not 
come in pomp and majesty and 
wrest their nation from political 
domination by strangers, and be- 
come their temporal King? 

Did not the Magi seek Me out as 
“King of the Jews?” When Pilate 
asked Me whether I was King, did 
I not answer “yes?” 

I took that occasion to declare 
that My Kingdom was not “of” 
this world. Once established it was 
to be “in” the world until the end 
of time, but would not be identi- 
fied with any national group. 
Hence there was to be no English 
Church, or German Church, or 
French Church, or Russian Church. 
All people would enjoy a two fold 
citizenry: (a) that of the country, 
in which they would pursue their 
temporal welfare; and (b) that of 
My Kingdom, in which they would 
be taught and guided and directed 
in relation to their eternal welfare. 

A fact which stands out more 
prominently than any other fact 
of history until comparatively 
modern times is that concept of 
My Church, entertained by all 
Christians for 15 centuries. 

At the time of My birth on earth 
as the God-man, a powerful Em- 
pire, but pagan, ruled over two- 
thirds of the civilized world, and, 
therefore, over the country in 
which I founded My Church; but 
within a few centuries all that ter- 
ritory was won for My Kingdom, 
Political rivalry between Rome and 
Constantinople later became in- 
tense, but both Rome and Constan- 
tinople, and all the peoples gov- 
erned politically from those cen- 
ters, were also citizens in My 
spiritual Kingdom. 

After a few more centuries all of 
Europe, whether the separate na- 
tions were governed politically by 
Kings or Queens, Emperors or Em- 
presses, was united, as in one 
world, within My spiritual King- 
ship, exercised through My Vicar. 

INQUIRER: But how account 
for conflicts between Thy King- 
dom and worldly Kingdoms? 

CHRIST: Haven’t divine and hu- 
man interests always been in con- 
flict? Didn’t temporal rulers of the 
chosen people in the Old Law try 
to withdraw them from allegiance 
to Thy Father? 

You have read of conflicts be- 
tween representatives of My King- 
dom and civil rulers in many 
countries. Such confliets were quite 
natural because kings and emper- 
ors remain human beings, worldly- 
minded, jealous of one another, and 
ambitious for more influence.

CHRIST: There was one severe 
schism within My Kingdom a few 
centuries earlier, when a Patriarch 
of Constantinople, after having in- 
curred excommunication, declared 
the religious independence of the 
east from the west. This separa- 
tion, first launched in the ninth 
century, was s ily healed, and 
unity within the entire Kingdom 
was restored for nearly 150 more 
years. 

Then a new schism was started 
by a later Patriarch in the eleventh 
century, and it has endured, re- 
sulting in many different independ- 
ent Churches, such as now obtain 
in Russia, Greece, Yugoslavia 
Roumania, Bulgaria. ile all 
these Churches can trace apostolic 
succession through validly ordained 
ecclesiastics, they have been sub- 
ject to civil rulers—today even to 
atheistic rulers. Having retained 
the Sacrament which transmits 
Apostolic powers they are in pos- 
session of all the seven Sacraments 
with which 
Kingdom. 


INQUIRER: I gather from what 
You say, dear Lord, that later local 
churches, some of which became 
national, such as those which or- 
iginated in the sixteenth century, 
deprived the citizenry of Your 
Kingdom of far greater blessings 
than members of the Orthodox 
Churches were deprived of by their 
schism. 


CHRIST: Yes, they became sep- 
arate entities, human organiza- 
tions; they broke the chain that 
linked the people of their respec- 
tive nations to the Christians of 
the first centuries. By losing Apos- 
tolic succession, they lost all the 
Sacraments except Baptism, which 
anyone, with the right intention, is 
empowered to administer. They 
lost the Mass, which still obtains 
in the Orthodox Churches; the Sac- 
rament of the Holy Eucharist, in 
the sense in which the Universal 
Church always believed in it; the 
Sacrament of Penance; the Sacra- 
ment of Holy Orders, and even the 
Sacrament which imparts the Hol 
Spirit in Person to a human soul. 

ith most of them Matrimony is 
no longer regarded as a Sacra- 
ment. 

But from the correct concept of 
My Kingdom, as I have presented 
it to you, you can easily gather 
that there was no room for inde- 
pendent churches; that no divine 
authorization or power was given 
to them to dispense supernatural 
means of salvation. 

In the Old Law My Father ap- 
pointed Moses and his successors in 
the Sanhedrin, to represent Him 
in teaching and guiding and gov- 
erning. 

In a similar way I hand-picked 
those who were to be sent out im- 
mediately upon My return to 
Heaven, to bring My gospel to all 
nations. I had given them special 
mandates and powers, which only 
they could transmit to successors. 
Peter would not have been permit- 
ted to start another Church; nor 
Paul; and no human being after 
them would be authorized to found 
a new religion, or to “reform” doc- 
trine held by all Christians for 
centuries, or be capable of start- 
ing anything more than a human 
institution—and no human institu- 
tion can lead to My divine King- 
dom in Heaven.

Yes, this means you, C.Y.O.’ers! 
The United Service Organization, 
Ine. grew out of the concern of its 
member agencies, and of the Amer- 
ican public, for the moral ‘and 
spiritual well-being of our young 
people in the service of our coun- 
try. 

The “new” U.S.O. isn’t a wartime 
agency or a peacetime agency. It’s 
a service destined to meet the 
needs of military personnel as long 
as world conditions require a 
strong military force and as long 
as Americans must spend part of 
their formative years in uniform. 


You know that one of the ser- 
vices offered by the U.S.O. during 
World War II was sending scrap- 
books of reading material to ser- 
vice boys. Now that the organiza- 
tion is shifting into high gear 
again, this project is ready and 
waiting for volunteer help. 

We think that C.Y.O.’ers can do 
“something for the boys” by filling 
scrapbooks of this kind for boys in 
uniform, in U.S.O. clubs at home 
and overseas and in hospitals 
everywhere. 

Here’s the whole story. The 
Scrapbook idea was originated dur- 
ing World War II and incorporated 
and developed into a national pro- 
gram of the U.S.O. as follows: 

1) The unfilled scrapbooks are 
ordered from the U.S.O. regional 
office in the volunteer’s area for 
25c per book. 

2) Following the explicit in- 
structions on the inside back and 
front covers, the books are filled 
with reading matter. 

3) The books are gathered and 
sent back to the regional office, 
which distributes them. 

By doing this, C.Y.O.’ers will be 
helping to fill in a boy’s leisure 
time. And with that extra “some- 
thing” we’re about to suggest, this 
project will also benefit the boys 
themselves, your C.Y.O., and the 
church. 

That extra “something” is this:
